The Management of M / s. G. N. Agrawal, Margao , herein 
after called the Management issued a letter of Super 
annuation to Shri Vithal Sadashiv Tari vide their letter 
No. PD ;3906 /BGEN dated 29th December , 1971 stating 
that Shri V. S. Tari has crossed the age limit of 58 years. 
The Goa Dock Labour Union , hereinafter called the Union 
represented to the Management that Shri V. S. Tari has not 
crossed the superannuation age and that his date of birth 
is 28th October 1916 . In support of this contention , the 
Union forwarded a copy of Form No. 9 from the Bureau 
of Economics , Statistics and Evaluation of the Government 
of Goa , Daman and Diu . The Management contended that 
this is only a certificate based on the declaration of the 
workman and that too the registration was done on 17th 
January 1972 and further contended that this certificate 
cannot be relied upon . Further , the Management stated 
that the declaration given by the workman himself while 
filling the Provident Fund Form , the correct date was 
mentioned and they have arrived at the conclusion of the 
superannuation date from the records available with the 
Company and signed by the workman . When both the 
parties could not reach at an amicable Settlement, the matter 
was taken up before the Conciliation Officr , Government 
of Goa , Daman and Diu . The Union contended that the 
workman should be reinstated back in service with full back 
wages till the time he comes to superannuation period in 
accordance with the Certificate mentioned above. The Mana 
gement did not agree to this view point and thus a failure 
report was submitted to the Government and the Govern 
ment referred the matter for Industrial Tribunal. The Hon ble 
Industrial Tribunal issued directions to both the parties for 
filing their statement of claim and counter statements in 
accordance with the Industrial Tribunal rules and the dispute 
was taken up as reference No. (IT -GDD ) 26 of 1973 . 

During the hearing of the case , both the parties pleaded 
before the Hon ble Tribunal that both the Management and 
the Union is negotiating the matter mutually and that they 
would submit a Settlement in this respect before the Hon ble 
Tribunal on or before 15th October , 1973 .
